For Removing the Suamaies of Edinhingh without the Ely, for appoint- 
ing Regulations for. keeping the Market-places ( lean, and for vejting the 
Superinbendance of the Muarkels tn certain Iubabitants of Edinburgh. 


.HE refufe, which muft be feparated from the neceflaries of life, if 
‘Ll not regularly removed to a diltance from our dwellings, is pro- 
duétive of a nuifance affecting convenience, pleafire, and health ; a 
nuilance, which grows the nore intolerable, according to the number 
of inhabitants réfiding together ia a town’ or village. And there is no 
fpecies of refufe or filth more difagreeable and noxious than the blood, 
dung, and off-falls of Mlanghtered animals, efpecialiy if heaped up till 
they go through every ftoge of putrefaction, and if year aiter year be 
allowed to add to the fize aod corruption of the mafi, 

Regulations for keeping towns clean from filth and rubbihh, htve, 
therefore, been univerfally eftablifhed: And -it is obvious, that thefe 
regulations muft vary, according to the bulk, local fituation, climate, 
and other cireumftances of the places for which they are adapted, 

The ftate ot the police, and particularly that refpedcting the thambles, 
in the reign of James VI. became the objeét of Parliamentary attention. 
—Yet, at that period, the number of inhabitants of Edinburgh was not 
the half of what it is at prefent, amd the quantity of butcher meat ufed, 
probably but a fourth, owing to the wretched fate of patturage ; by 
whieh, hacdly any cattle were fit for the mayket during five months in 
the year —So, it is not unlikely, that the garbage which fell trom the 
flauzhtered cattle in fummer,. was cleaned away during the recefs from 
killing in the enfuing winter. ‘The tlatute 23d of James Vf. cap. agth, 
fets forth, ** That there isa thameful abufe, noifome to the whole eivil 
** and honeil neighbours, and to all the nobility and country people 
** which come hither tor their private adoes, and with that it is deteft- 
* able in the fightof ttrangers, corrupteth the air, many 
« diigraceful ‘and thametul imputations againtt the faid bugh, aso: tog a 
** puddle of filth and nafiinets ; 49 wit, the overfigat which is giver to 
** flethers, to keep their flaughter-fhops within the town, and t» tuna 
© the filth of the flaughtered goods upon the bigh-(rcets, and in ‘open 
** vennels and clofes, whereby it often-times falleth out, that, m ma- 
** ny ftrects and vennels of the faid burgh, the filth of the flaugiitered 
** goods is, in fuch abundance, expofed to the view of the people, and 
the clofes and {treets are fo filled therewith, as there can be no pafl- 
* age had through the fame.” It ordains, *¢ That the faid fcthers 
* fail provide themfelves with flaughter-houfes at the North-Loch fide, 
« where they may have the ufe of the water for the away-taking ot the 
*¢ filth of their fluughtered goods.” Agreeably to this act, the flethers 
provided themfelves with flaughter-houfes at the North-Loch fide, a 
place then remote from houfts and ftreets, and amply fupplied with wa- 
ter; and a conftant flanghter has fince been carried on there, till the 
pretent day. ‘ 

It was the effet of that cfedt ‘Totprovement and. extedfion, of the 
city, the building of the bridge, totally to reverfe the fituation of that 
quarter of the town.—The flaughter-houfes came immediately to be in 
the centre of the city, in the near neighbourhood of the Bridge; the 
mott frequented itvect in the city, and of Prince’s-ftrect, and to be ex- 
pofed to the view of every fpectator; whereas, formerly, there were 
none to behold what was pafling there —As it was likewife found ne- 
ceflary to draic. the North-Loch, the additional circutaftance of water, 
which recommended it to the wifdom of the Legiflature to ordain tham- 
tes to be placed in that fpot, was removed.—Thus, by a change fo 
confideralle upon the city as what had taken place by the extenfion of 
the royalty, that which formerly was a moft eligible {pot for placing of 
the thambies, is become, of all others, the moit improper. 

Various propofals have been made for removing the fhambles. It was 
propofed, that they thould be taken to the old Phyfick Gardens; but to 
this, oppofition was made by perfons having interett in that quarter, The 
butchers themielves afterwards bought, for the purp.'e of building tham- 
bles, a fpot near the foot of the Royal Exchange, which, in faét, would 
be the very centre point upon which a perfon would fix the leg of. his 
compafs,, if he was to deferibe a circle, comprehending the moft popu- 
lous, and the principal parts of the city of Edinburgh.—In the mean 
time, the nuifance arifing from the fhambles, has increafed toa great 
and intolerable height, from the extreme naftineis in which they are 
kept.—It is confefled, that there is heaped about the fhambles, the gar- 
bagé of the animals which have becn flaughtered there for twenty 
years; and, of late, this mafs of corruption has been ftirred, and a fimall 
quantity of it carried to the weft fide of the town; fo that, from 
whatever point the wind blows, the inhabitants cannot efcape the 
ftench, which is greatly increafed py ‘the recent ftirring of the mafs.— 
When the butcheys are complained upon for ftirring of this mafs, they 
endeavour to free themfelves of the blame, by declaring that they have 
often applied for liberty from the magiftrates to carry off the dung, but 
have been refufed it, upon this head, ‘hat the dung did not belong to 
the fiefhers, but to the Good Town.—In the mean time, the air is poi- 
foned during this conteft between the magiftrates and butchers, about 
the property of the dung ; and the public knows not on which to lay 
the blame. 

As it appears, that there neither are powers vefted any where but 
in the Legiflature, for removing the fhambles without the city, nor for 
eftablifbing any certain »*ethod of inforcing regulations for keeping the 
fhambles clean, it is propofed, that application he made.to Parliament, 
for removing the fhambles from beyond the city, to fuch place as may 
be moft convenient for all parties; and, at the fame time, for vetting 
the authority of keeping the markets and fl ambles clean, in certain fu- 
perintendants to be chofen by the ‘Town Council, and other principal 
bodies corporate in Edinburgh. ; 

It is alfo propofed, that, in the mean-time, application be made to 
the proper court of law ft ordaining the filth of the fhambles to be 
carried off ; and that no ftirring or partial removing, of it thall take 
place ¥ 

It is obvious, that this. propofed application to Patiiament, mutt be 
attended with confiderable expenee ; more efpecially, as it may perbaps 
meet with oppofition. It is therefore expeéted, that a fim, adequate 
to'the expence, be raifed by fubfcription for this purpofe; and if the 
fum fubferibed fhould exceed the neceffary expences, the balance will 
be returned to the refpediive fubfcribers, in proportion to what they 
pay In order te colleét the fenfe of the citizensof Edinburgh, in the 
old as well as extended royalty, refpecting the particulars of the bill in- 
tended to be brought into Parliament, it is propofed, that a meeting 
of the citizens who may have fubferibed, be he'd at Mary’s Chapel, on 
Saturday the 18th November, when a dravght of the intended bill will 
he laid before them. rose

Madrid, July 28. The Coutt D’Eftaing is hourly ex- 
pected in this Capital, from whence-he will go directly to 
St Iidefonfa, to be prefented to thie King.
